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Tide of immigration being reversed here 
—Prohibition one cause—High cost 
of living and alleged irregularity of 
work factors—“Bone dry” interdict 
chief reason, Italian Consul asserts 
— Steerage of outgoing steamers 


packed, rates doubled 2s 


OT even the high cost of steerage travel 
on ocean steamers is chec*ing the un- 
precedented return movement of Italian, 
Russian and other foreigners who have 
been sojourning most profitably in the 
American factories and mines during the 
war period. Since the armistice was 
pro¢laimed and it was possible to book these return- 
ing emigrants, the facilities of the passenger-carrying 
steamers have been tested to the limit, and even with 
the large additions to the transatlantic flotilla made 
by the United States Shipbuilding Corporation there 
are still many more applications for accommodations 
than can be readily filled 


While the first rash came from the Italian settle- 
ments in different parts of the country, the demand is 
now general and Consuls in all sections are being be- 
sieged by Russians, Czechs, Poles and other Slavic 
peoples, as well as the ever-increasing number of King 
Victor Emmanuel's subjects. The Italians lead amon¢ 
the applicants in the St. Louis district, and in most 
cases they are coal miners from the Illinois fields ad- 
jacent to the city. They want to get back as quickly 
as possible, and they are giving Chevalier Alessandro 
Rroletti, who. represents the Government of His Ma- 
jesty the King of Italy in this city as Consular Agent, 
a maximum of extra work. It is his business to ar- 
range their passports and see that they are properly 
booked. Besides, he must see that they comply with 
all income tax, war tax and other requirements neces- 


sary to prevent their detention when they reach New 
York for embarkation. 


Ask any of these swarthy sons of the g t country 
that produced Galileo, Michael Angelo, ote Verdi 
and Caruso why they are in such a hurry to take leave 
o!| America and you will get pretty much the same an- 
swer in every instance. It runs in about this strain: 
“Worka run out; too mucha probish, damn!” 


Some of the outbound emigrants may vary this ex- 
planation by adding a few extra terms of disapproval 
of the “bone dry” law, which they insist is enough to 
drive any Italian away from the free institutions, not 
to speak of the better wages and wor’ ing conditions of 
the United States. During the war when there was a 
frenzied production of-coal from all the mines, these 
men made unheard-of wages, and being addicted to 
ways of thrift, many of them saved a good part of their 
large earnings. Since the war ended the demand for 
coal supplies has fallen off greatly, and consequently 
even regular time has ceased to be the rule in the min- 
ing regions. According to the miners in districts which 
supply St. Louis and the industries across the river, 
few of the men who work in the mines can average bet- 
ter than two days per week, and the high cost of living 
forces them to draw regularly on their savings from 
other days. This was the coug@aint before the “bone- 
dry” law loomed up ominously as a reality, and since 
then there has ‘been resonance added to the cal! from 
abroad. 

There has been a steady stream passing through 
Springfield, ll., and Chicago, as both of these cities 
rhave Italian Consuls as well as branches of the Italian 
Vank, which looks after steamship traffic and books 
ihe miners after they are supplied with passports, a 
requirement that is insisted upon by the country from 
which these men parted years ago, attracted by the 
promising wages and other advantages of this country. 
Now that they have accumulated reserve means, they 
are keen to return to the land of their birth, where they 
believe they can make their. money reach much further 
urd regale themselves meanwhile with all the vino they 
choose to imbibe, without the slightest chance of being 
haled into court, and fined, if not jailed, through the 
vealous activity of “booze hounds.” The Italian who has 
beer accustomed to his wine since his babyhood can 
not quite see why the law should seek to deprive 
him of what he regards as an essential part of his daily 
sustenance, and rather than submit to its stern dic- 
tum he seeks his native land, where such regulation has 
uot yet penetrated, even though the Anti-Saloon League 
has become an international body, with an ambitious 
plan to make a Sahara of the entire world. 

During June 136 of the Ulinois miners within a dis- 
tance of 25 miles of St. Louis, passed through the Ital- 
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Pietro, Giovanni, Giuseppe and other swarthy sons of Italy line up daily at the Italian 
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Consul’s office to get passports that will see them_safely back to their native soil. 


ian consulate at 931 North Seventh street, and the 
applications thus far show that July will greatly exceed 
this record. A few days ago when a Post-Dispatch Sun- 
day Magazine writer visited this office, Consul Broletti 
bad fully a dozen waiting in line, while a clerk was 
busily employed arranging the necessary papers pre- 
liminary to the issuance of clearances. This is an ex- 
acting process, as returned emigrants are frequently 
held up on their arrival in New York, when there is a 
suggestion of the slightest irregularity. Some have even 
missed steamers on which they had reservations, be- 


cause of some vital omission in’ the documents that 


the port and emigration officials are called upon to 
e.:amine and approve. To make the St. Louis record 
perfect, Consul Broletti strives to leave nothing to 
chance: hence when his fellow countrymen get on the 
trains at \'nion Station they are pretty sure to reach 
Italy without detention at any place en route. 

A number of the applicants approached by the writer 
showed an ability to speak English understandingly, 
and they willingly told why they Wanted to return to 
their native places tn the country which has been so 
materially enlarged territorially by the divisions of the 
peace conference. Most of the men who stood at the 
counter were natives of the northern provinces, and 
they were inquiring for tickets on the French line 
which lands them at Havre or Bordeaux. From these 
ports they go by rail to their home cities. The South 
Italians are sent over the Navigazione Generale Itali- 
ana, which rups to Naples and Genoa. This line, hav- 
ing a limited number of vessels, cannot handle the 
throngs that are regularly routed through the French 
ports. Many of the ships conveying American sol- 
diers to New York are available for much of this traf- 
fic on the outgoing voyages. 


“Why in such a rush to get back to Italy?” was’ 


as*ed of a stockily built miner, who was attired neatly 
in a well-fitting suit of dark blue material, set off 
with a flowing necktie of fiery red. 

“Gooda times all gone,’ was the rejoinder. “The 
mines closa down one day, two day, three day: some 
time all week. No work, no vino; whatta da use? 
Go back and see my people before | spenda all | maka 
in da war.” . 

Others told about the same story. Some wanted to 
get back to wives and children théy had not seen in 
years; others were eager to rejoin their parents and 
there were younger men who smiled and mentioned 
Marias and Teresas who would be waiting for them at 
the stations when their journeys were completed. 

Consul Broletti, who holds the title of Chevalier, 
issued by the country he represents, said that the re- 
turn of the Italian emigrants was on in eargest and 
would continue to increase despite the high rail and 
steamship rates. “Though most of the home-bound 
movement from this section is made up of coa! miners, 
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the exodus is by no means confined to such: labor, he 
said. “Thousands of the Southern Italians, who work 
on railroads and at other employments, have the same 
fever to get back to the land of their birth, and they 
are anxious to start while they are still in possession 
of a goodly part of the money earned during the over- 
time period of theewar, when they made good wages 
Those days are now past and the miners bave a hard 
time making more than two days a week. With the sub- 
stantial food to which they are accustomed command- 
ing record-breaking prices, they feel that it is best 
that they go back to their people, where they hope the 
living costs will not be so onerous as they are in the 
United States. Many of these men would have gone 
back sooner, but were unable to get accommodations 
while the war was on and steamers generally limited 
‘to military uses. 

“A most potent reason for this ever-increasing 
anxiety to get back, however,’ the Consul] con- 
tinued, “is furnished by the triumph of the 
prohibition wave which these emigrants accept as 
having come to stay. The Italians, and, in fact, 
ali the other Latins, have had wine since their 
infancy, and use it with their meals, just as Americans 
dc their tea and coffee. They are greatly excited over 


® prohibition, and do not want to remain in a country 


where there is danger of punishment if they gratify 
their taste for such indulgence, which at home is as 
common in usage as water. A dinner without wine is a 
poor arrangement even to the poorest Italian. In the 


* old country it is so cheap and plentiful that nobody 


is required to go without it, and it is expected as a 
matter of course that everybody knows when he has 
enough. - 

“Their experiences ie that when people eat with their 
wine there is sot much danger that it will have a bad 
effect, even though they take what might be considered 
a generous measure. No one in Italy would expect 
a worker to do a big day's work without the stimulaticn 
that goes with wine. Italy has been doing that for 
hundreds of years and so have the French and other 
Latins, and no matter how severe may be one’s investi- 
gation, it will be found that thege wine drinkers are 
not drunkards. The Italian who works in the mine al] 
day blasting and handling great lumps of coal is set 
on having his wine, and his beer as well, if his taste 
runs that way, and he won't discard that notion. 

“Personally, | don't think much of the American sa- 
loon, but that aversion is based principally on this 
babit of treating. A man goes into the barroom to 
get one drink and he meets friends in there, whereupon 
they begin treating until every man in the -party has 
purchased. The result is that the man who went in 
to get one drink comes out with more than he can 
stand. We dont do that in Europe, and I guess that

T WAS on July 2, 1913, that 
Pearl White, still to make 
her fame as che daredevil 
heroine of the films in “The 
Perils of Pauline” and other 
thrillers, sat down one hot 
summer night in New York 
to ‘sum up my past.” The calcu- 
lation included an examination of 
her bank book, which disclosed the 
elating information that she was 
the owner of $6000 in cash. This 
seemed a large fortune to the Mis- 
souri girl who had sold newspapers 
on the street, picked strawberries 
for 60 cents a day, resoled her own 
shoes when a child and worked as 
a seamstress for $4 a week. She 
had attained affluence, to quote her 
own phrase, by serving as “chief 


favorite dish. But I listened not 
to the pleading of my stomach 
and stuck to my ‘No, thank you.’ 

“The next course was soup— 
nice, red tomato soup, all dished 
out, so I took a chance that I 
would get the right spoon and 
zet away with that—but here was 
another catch. I didn't have a 
napkin. There was one in front 
of my plate, all draped. round a 
piece of bread, which gave it the 
appearance of a full-blown rose. 
I looked around the table and 
discovered that those in front of 
the other plates had disappeared. 
Therefore, I figured they were 
put there to be used. But 
whether to boldly unravel the 
napkin or sneak it, | wasn't quite

She decided that she had earned 
a holiday, and planned to begin it 
with a boat trip to Coney Island. 
Her characteristic impulsiveness led her instead to find 
herself walking up the gangplank of a steamship bound 
for Europe. Thus it came about that she dined one 
day with no other than the late Earl Kitchener, whose 
white waistcoat she had the distinction of splashing 
accidentally with tomato soup. 


On board the ship Miss White, never averse to a lark, 
did nothing, one fears, to correct an impression which 
spread that she was an American heiress. She was in- 
stalled in a first-class cabin on the Olympic, and made 
many acquaintances. The card of one of them read 
“Mr. Lord Haskin-Smith,” and her simplicity may be 
judged from the fact that for some time she believed 
him to be an English nobleman. It was true that 
She had never heard of anyone being addressed as 
“Mr. Baron” or “Mr. Duke,” but she concluded that 
for someone to be called “Mr. Lord’ meant he was 
just that much more important. She learned some 
weeks later that Mr. Lord Haskin-Smith was an Amer- 
ican from Washington, D. C. 


Another acquaintance made on the voyage she iden- 
tifies only as “a Colonel —— a man who for years had 
been spoken of as the handsomest man in London.’ 
He was getting rather elderly then, and somewhat 
bored with the fair sex. But he took a fatherly fancy 
to the “American heiress” and promised to arrange a 
lot of parties for her in London. It was not until sev- 
eral days after she had domiciled herself at the Car!l- 
ton that, having provided herself with plenty of “scen- 
ery” in the shape of gowns from the best shop in Lon- 
don, she telephoned to the Colonel. He promptly sent 
kis automobile for her. -What ensued is divertingly re- 
elated by Miss White in her breezy autobiography, re- 
cently published (Doran), under the title, “Just Me,” 
which contributes a remarkable human document to 
what many consider the most fascinating department of 
letters. 

“For myself,” she says, “I can say that the Colonel's 
house was the first luxurious, well-appointed home |! 
had ever stepped into, and I| scented bad news 
ahead the moment I entered the drawing room and was 
presented to four other strange, serious-looking men 
besides the Colonel. 


“It seems that a meeting of high import was going 
on, and that lunch was to be served shortly. | was 
placed at the head of the table, with an extra butler 
standing behind my chair, which got me nervous right 
away—that table!

PEAKING of the letters of admiration re- 

ceived by movie stars—-her own mail, she 

Says, averages 10,000 missives a month— 

Miss White relates a weird and grewsome 
story. It should be preceded with the statement 
that her favorite in all her family, a brother, ran 
away from home in Springfield, Mo. when she 
was a little girl. 

“Among the first letters that came to me,’ * she 
narrates, “was one from a United States sailor. 
who had seen a picture of me shown in the Phil- 
ippines. It was written in such a sweet way that 
it really touched me. The boy begged a photo- 
graph, saying that maybe I reminded him of his 
mother or someone who had been very dear’ to 
him. He wrote that he felt an affection for me 
that he had never felt for another woman. 

“I answered his letter, which was signed F. 
L. White, on board the battleship Huntington. 
It struck me as quite a coincidence as my lost 
brother’s name was Fred White, only his mid- 
die initial was E. He also had joined the navy 
years before. 

“We kept up a correspondence for about a 
year, and I learned that my sailor-admirer's 
name was also Fred. His letters were awfully 
nice and very romantic. 

“Two years ago he wrote a letter telling me 
that he once had a sister named Pearl, who. he 
understood, was married and living in Missouri: 
but as he had been estranged from the family 
for years, he didn’t know much about her. Evi- 
dently he must have read some little squib about 
me in a Magazine, for he was under the impres- 
sion I was born abroad. 

“This letter made me figure things out a bit, 
and I asked for details. I eventually found out 
that he was my brother. Poor boy! That must 
have been an awful shock to him. His past child- 
hood affection for me must have crept back un- 
consciously into his soul and he had mistaken 
it for a different sentiment. 

“He didn't communicate with me for some 
time. Then I received word.he was coming to 
New York and would look me up. That was in 
March, 1917. In April 1 received word from one 
of the officers on board his ship that he had 
accidentally shot and killed himself while out 
on a scouting party near Sacramento. Ca! I 
wonder was it an accident”

make! I simply love your frankness.’ And there, 
through being honest and admitting my ignorance, | 
gained some applause from one of the greatest men in 
history—Lord Kitchener. Yes, a real Lord this time. 
and the most brilliant and wonderful human being | 
have ever met. 

“The laugh was on me, but they wouldn't let me go 
home, 80 I remained through the rest of the luncheon 
The Colonel was served first, and by following his lead 
I got through all right. I decided | would become ab- 
solutely honest and told them stories of my poverty- 
stricken past. They were amused, so the party turned 
out a success.” 

Strange as was this encounter, it is merely a charac- 
teristic anecdote in a career that approaches the weird, 
as related by Miss White with an amazing frankness 
She was born in Greenridge, Mo., a village of some 300 
inhabitants, of an Irish father and Italian mother, who 
died at Pearl's birth. “I was as ugly as a child ever 
was,” she confesses, “with big yellowish-greenish eyes 
and yellowish hair that was awfully red in the sun- 
light.” The children used to scream after her: ‘“KRed- 
headed, cat-eyed Pearly White.” 

She who was to be advertised all over the world as 

Fearless Pear) White” was in childhood a monstrous 
coward, she says. She was afraid of the dark, believ- 
ing it peopled with goblins; she was afraid of other 


children, so that if one struck her she ran away scream- 


ing. She confesses that she owes her development of 
courage to heroic measures adopted by her father when 
she was 6 years old. Whenever she ran away from a 
fight he would simply thrash her with a strap—a disci- 
pline which quickly turned her into a ferocious warrior 
with children of her own age. He also would send her 


out alone at night to go down to the village a mile 


~~ 
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away, and compel her to bring back a postage stamp 
or something to prove that she had performed the 
errand. Thus she lost her terror of darkness. On the 
other hand, she confesses, she and her brother were 
permitted to run wild, learned thieving and “became 
juvenile delinquents in all senses of the word.”

cookies and candy, end finally for pennies, until her 
father stopped it. Hearing the story at church of 
Moses in the bullrushes, she felt impelled to react it, 
end enlisted her aunt's 2-year-old baby for the infant 
Moses. Farm hands rescued the child from drown- 
ing when the basket holding it had floated out into 
the middie of a mill pond. At 7 she was helping her 
brother sell newspapers on the street. 

At this age she also made her first appearance on 
the stage. A troupe presenting “Uncle Tom’s Cabin” 
arrived in Greenridge, and Pear!, playing hookey from 
Sanday school, hung around the performers until she 
attracted their attention by reciting and singing 
snatches of ragtime. The litti> girl who played Eva 
was sick with measles, and the manager asked Pear! 
to take the part. She says she gave up all the pennies 
she had saved and most of her toys to bribe an elder 
sister to forge her father’s name to a note giving per- 
mission. She got through the matinee performance all 
right. but at night, on seeing her father watching her 
from the audience, she became so terrified that she fell 
from a stepladder—on which she was “ascending to 
heaven”—and broke up the show. 

Having seen a balloon ascension and parachute drop 
at a county fair, she proposed performing the latter 
feat herself. She dressed in a union suit for tights, 
tied a red ribbon around her waist, and, armed with an 
umbrella, climbed on top of a 60-foot warehouse. She 
was about to leap off when her father, sensing that 
something was wrong from the number of boys hur- 
rying in that direction, arrived in time to save her 
from breaking her neck. She consoled herself by mak- 
ing trapezes and practicing on them, which gave her 
a muscular control that was to be useful later. 

Soon afterwards the family, having run out of funds, 
removed to Springfield, Mo. It was Pearl's duty to 
arise each morning before school time and saw enough 
firewood to last the day. In the summer holidays she 
and her sister picked berries for farmers——walking 
seven miles out into the country and back, bending 
over in the hot sun all day—all for 60 to 80 cents a 
day. 

This life continueé until Pearl was 13, when a circus 
arrived in Springfield. The girl scraped acquaintance 
with some of the performers, particularly one calling 
herself Mme. de Vere, who, after seeing Pearl perform 
on the trapeze, offered to take her on tour. Her father 
consented, in consideration of two-thirds of her pay, 
$8 a week, being sent to him. Her career as a circus 
performer was short-lived, for one night when doing 
a swing on the bar, several ligaments in her wrist 
snapped and she fell, breaking her collar bone. “My 

wrist had to be strapped for several years,’ she says, 
“and today my right hand is still very weak.” 

Returning to Springfield, she spent the next two 
years at school and in a printing office, where, by 
the way. several bones in her right hand were crushed 
by being caught in a press. Then she began to get 
small parts in Diemer’s stock company on the north 
side of Springfield, but brought her histrionic career 
to an end in that city by thrashing Monte Cristo on the 
stage one night because, in a duel scene, he accidental. 
ivy thrust his buttoned foil into her mouth. 

Through one of the performers she obtained employ- 
ment with a repertoire company at $15 a week. She 
had riceed up a costume of red, white and blue, in 
which she sang patriotic songs and tried to dance. The 
American colors protected her from the vengeance 
of audiences save in Natchez, Miss., where an assem- 
blage of Irritated citizens pelted her with ancient 
eces. “Oh, the mortification | suffered that night,” 
she recalls, “for | was taking myself very seriously in 
those days.” 

When the company stranded in South Carolina, she 
had saved $60, and impulsively took a job as stewardess 
on a boat going to Cuba. Reaching Havana, she went 
to work tn a variety hall, still exploiting her red, white 
and blue costume, and at the end of a month had $200. 
it was customary for the Cubans, if they liked a per- 
former, to tons coins on the stage for an encore. From 
Havana she traveled In the steerage to Buenos Aires. 
landing on her seventeenth birthday. She got several 
weeks’ work In a music ball, but crew so homesick and 
lonely that she sold her trusty costume and came back 
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“wild-catting” about the country with various stock 
companies. A “wild-cat” company is one that has no 
bookings, but takes its chances in one town after an- 
other. 

She recalls the company's reaching Kiefer, Ok., just 
after oi] had been struck. On Sunday, when the men 
were using their holiday to get drunk, the manager 
had the poor tact to try out a melodrama. In the third 
act the villain had to throw a woman across the stage 
and threaten her with clenched fists. At that one man 
sprang up and shouted: “You skunk—to hit a wom- 
an!” As the villain fled, a bullet pursued him into 
the wings. That started a riot. 


Miss White, from the stage, pleaded with the audi- 
ence to postpone shedding the actor’s blood until the 
show was over, and they consénted to this “sporting 
proposition.” In the meantime, the six-foot actor had 
taken refuge in a four-foot hamper, where he was 
coiled tip to toe, like Falstaff. The men finally de- 
cided he had skipped across country,,\and formed an 
escort to accompany the troupe to the train, where, to 
console themselves, they set the station on fire. The 
company steamed out, with the villain still trembling 
inside the hamper, to the light of the flames, while the 
rioters did an Indian dance around the blaze. 

At one time Miss White went to Chicago, and being 
asked by a manager whether she could play “Jane 
Eyre,’ replied that it was just in her line. She had 
never even heard of the book. She was engaged on the 
spot for $25 a week, spent the night reading the novel, 
and after a week's rehearsals opened in the title role.

made her way to New York. She remembers that on

at a fire sale in Anniston, Ala. The grapes were some- 
what faded, so, in honor of her New York debut, she 
carefully gilded them with gold paint. “Allow me to 
say,” she remarks, “that that hat was certainly a 
dream to me then.”’ 

Despite this costume, she finally obtained work with 
a stock company playing at Asbury Park. Then her 
voice failed, due to shrieking too much in the climaxes 
of rip-roaring melodramas. There was nothing left but 
to try the movies, for which Miss White, like so many 
actors on the speaking stage at that time, held in su- 
preme contempt. She got her chance quickly and found 
she liked the work so much, and also that it paid so 
well, that when her voice returned she did not go 
back to the stage. It was her success in rough comedy 
that enabled her to take the European trip referred to 
at the beginning of this article. 

The tour cannot dismissed without mention of an 
extraordinary adventure which befell her at Monte 
Carlo. Her $6000 was now almost gone, so at the Ca- 
sino she restricted herself to one stake—$50. She had 
never seen a wheel before and knew nothing of the 
system, so she simply placed the entire sum on the red. 
To the astonishment of everyone, red came up 11 times 
in succession. A bystander who had been losing con- 
sistently, begged her to play for him. She remained all 
afternoon at the table, with such phenomenal luck 
that when she arose she had won $18,000 for the strang- 
er, of which he gave her half. 

On her return, Pathe Freres offered to star her in 
a series of episodes called “The Perils of Pauline,” in- 
troducing the subject by casually asking whether her 
life was insured.

OW that the world’s most calamitous war has 
ended in a peace which signalizes democracy’'s 
longest forward stride in all history, the 
occasion is seasonable for a genera] stock-tak- 
ing of the efferts made and the results achieved by 
the United States in its titanic enterprise of convert- 
ing right into might. S8o, at the request of Secretary 
of War Baker, an authoritative record of this country’s 
participation in the struggle has been prepared by Col. 

Leonard P. Ayres, Chief of the Statistics Branch of the 

General Staff. 

No one should be daunted by the word “statistics,” 
which is far from signifying in this case an arid waste 
of figures. The accomplishments they reflect are so 
immense, the cause they serve is so ideal, the victory 
they represent is so epochal, that the numerals alone 
would constitute a thrilling epic. But Col. Ayres has 
moreover enlivened them with so many striking com- 
ments and comparisons that the following ertracts 
will provide not only invaluable information, worthy 
of being preserved in every household, but reading 
of the most fascinaling character. 


Middle West Led in Physical Fitness. 


NDEK the operation of the draft, regis- 
trants were given physical examinations 
by the local boards in order that those 
men who were not of sufficient physical 
soundness and vigor for military life 
might be sorted out. After those who 
were found to be qualified for service 
had been sent to camp, they were given another ex- 
amination by the army surgeons, and additional men 
were rejected because of defects which had not been 
discovered in the first examination. 

An attempt has been made to compute from the rec- 
ords of these two sets of physical examinations data 
which will show how the men from the different states 
compared in physical qualifications. The results are 
presented in an accompanying map which shows four 
classifications of the states. 

First come those states which are indicated in out- 
line. These are the states which sent men of so high 
an order of physical condition that from 70 to 80 por 
cent of them survived the two examinations and were 
acceptec into the military service. It is noteworthy 
that these states constitute about one-quarter of all 


and are mostly located in the Middle West (Kansas, 
Nebraska, 
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Banner States for physical fitness lie in sec- 
tor straight through Middle West, where 
7o to 8o per cent passed army tests. 


were accepted. They are found in the Northeast and 


the far West, especially in those portions of the West — 


which have in recent years become popular as health 
resorts and so have attracted large numbers of phys- 
ically subnormal people (California, Arizona, Colo- 
rado, Washington, Michigan, New York, Delaware, Con- 
necticut, Rhede Island, Massachusetts, New Hampshire, 
Vermont and Maine). 

In general, it is noteworthy that the best records 
are made by those states which are agricultural rather 
‘oan industrial and where the numbers of recently 
arrived immigrants are not large. Conversely, most 
of the states making low records are pre-eminently 
manufacturing states and also have in their popula- 
tions large numbers of recently ar- 
rived immigrants. 

Further analysis of the records of 
physical examinations shows that 
the country boys made better records 
than those from the cities; the white 
registrants better than the colored, 
and native-born better records than 
those of alien birth. 

These differences are so considera- 
ble that 100,000 country boys would 
furnish for the military service 4790 
more soldiers than would an equal 
number of city boys. Similarly, 100,- 
000 white would furnish 1240 more 
soldiers than would an equal num- 
ber of colored. 
tive born would furnish 3500 more 
soldiers than would a like number of foreign born. 

The importance of these differences may be appre- 
ciated by noting that 3500 men is equivalent to an in- 
fantry regiment at full war strength.

Pneumonia Deadlier Than Battle. 
HE American battle losses were 48,909 killed 
and 236,000 wounded. Of every 100 American 
soldiers and sailors who took part in the war 
with Germany, two were killed or died of dis- 
ease during the period of hostilities. Russia’s losses 
were 35 times as great; Germany’s 32 times as great, 
France’s 28 times and England’s 18 times.

The pneumonia-influenza epidemic killed more Amer- 
ican soldiers than were slain in battle; this plague 
eaused 83.6 per cent of all the deaths from disease, 
claiming more than 40,000 victims, mostly in the Unit- 
ed States, although thousands died in France. 


In the entire American army, both in France and in 


this country, there occurred 112,432 deaths in battle 
and from disease. Of these 48,909, or 43 per cent, were 
battle deaths, while 56,991, or 51 per cent, were due to 
disease. To other causes, including accident, were 
due 6522 deaths, or 6 per cent. 

The war was undoubtedly the bloodiest that has ever 
been fought. From 1793 to 1914 (including the Na- 
poleonic era) total deaths in war may be safely esti- 
mated at under 6,000,000. Battle deaths alone from 
1914 to 1918 totaled about 7,450,000. 

In the American army the casualty rate in the in- 
fantry was higher than in any service, the air force and 
the tank corps ranking second and third in deadliress. 


. The casualty rate for officers was higher than for men. 


For every man killed in action seven were wounded. 
Five out of every six men sent to hospitals for wounds 
were cured and returned to duty. In the expeditionary 
forces battle losses were twice as large as deaths from 
disease. In this war the death rate from disease was 
lower and the death rate from battle was higher than 
in any previous American war.

1,300,000 Saw Active Service. 


WO out of every three American soldiers who 
reached France took part in battle. The num- 
ber who reached France was 2,084,000, and of 
these 1,390,000 saw aetive service at the front. 

Of the 42 divisions that reached France, 29 took part 
in active combat service. Seven of them were regular 
army divisions, 11 were organized from the National 
Guard and 11 were made up of national army troops. 

American divisions were in battle 
200 days and engaged in 13 major op- 
erations, 12 on the western front and 
one in Italy. These battles, and the 
number of Americans engaged in 
each, are as follows: German offen- 
sives—Somme, 2200; Lys, 500; Aisne, 
27,500; Noyon-Montdidier, 27,000; 
Champagne-Marne, 85,000. Allied of- 
fensives — Aisne- Marne, 270,000; 
Somme, 54,000; Oise-Aisne, 85,000; 
Ypres-Lys, 108,000; St. Mihiel, 550,- 
000; Meuse-Argonne, . 1,200,000. On 
the Italian front—vVittorio- Veneto, 
1200. 

From the middle of August until 
the end of the war the American divi- 
sions held during the greater part 
of the time a front longer than that held by the Brit- 
ish. In October the American divisions held 101 miles 
of line, or 23 per cent of the entire western front. 

On April 1, 1918, the Germans had a superiority of 
324.000 in rifle strength. Due to American arrivals the 
allied strength exceeded that of the Germans in June, 
and was more than 600,000 above it in November. 

In the battle of St. Mihiel 550,000 Americans were en- 
gaged, as compared with about 100,000 on the Northern 
side of the battle of Gettysburg. The artillery fired 
more than 1,000,000 shells in four hours, which is the 
most intense concentration of artillery fire recorded in 
history.

How Aviation Service Grew. 
HEN war was declared the United States had 
two aviation fields and 55 serviceable air- 
planes. The National Advisory Committee on 
Aeronautics advised that 51 of these were ob- 
solete and the other four obsolescent. 
Before the end of the war the allies furnished us 
with 3800 service planes. 
Aviation training schools in the United States gradu- 
ated 8602 men from elementary and 4028 from ad- 
vanced courses. The total personnel of the air service

The Unit- 
ed States stands twelfth on the list, our losses 
being less than half those of Bulgaria. The table

Two American ships, the Great Northern and North- 
ern Pacific, have averaged 25 and 26 days respectively, 
and have each made turnarounds in 19 days. 

During last summer the Leviathan transported troop’ 
at the rate of 400 a day, and thus landed the equiva- 
lent of a German division in France each month.

Mountains of Supplies Purchased. 
HE army purchases of woolen blankets in 1918 
were two and a quarter times as great as the 
entire American production in 1914. To put it 
another way, the figures mean that the blankets 
bought in one year for the use of 4,000,000 to 5,000,000 
soldiers would have been sufficient to make good the 
normal consumption of blankets by 100,000,000 Ameri- 
can civilians for two and a quarter years. 

The rule generally followed for clothing was that 
there should be for each man at the front a three 
months’ reserve in France, another two or three 
months’ reserve in the United States and a third three 
months’ supply continuously in transit. 

Wool coats, for example, last about three months in 
active service. Hence for every coat on a man’s back 
at the front there had to be a coat in reserve in France, 
a coat in transit and a coat in reserve in the United 
States. Two million men overseas required something 
like 8,000,000 coats, and required them immediately. 

A list of the total deliveries during the war of some 
o” the common articles is as follows: Wool stockings 
(pairs), 131,800,000; undershirts, 85,000,000; under- 
drawers, 83,600,000; shoes (pairs), 30,700,000; flannel 
shirts, 26,500,000; blankets, 21,700,000; wool breeches, 
21,700,000; wool coats, 13,900,000, and overcoats, 
8,300,000. 

The army purchased about 30,000 different kinds of 
commercial articles, and in one way or another drew 
upon almost every one of the 344 industries recognized 
by the United States census. 

Before the end of last November there had been 
produced for the army 5,400,000 gas masks and 2,728,- 
000 steel helmets. 

The proportion of noncombatants in the American 
army never fell below 28 per cent. Even when there 
was the greatest pressure for men at the front, the 
work back of the lines took roughly one man out of 
every three.

47,555 Telegrams a Day. 
OR conducting Pom ee in France a new 
system of communication had to be set up, 80 
the signal corps strung its wires over nearly 
every part of France. Trunk lines ran from all 
the principal ports to Paris, to Tours and to general 
headquarters back of the American battle areas. 

At the time of the signing of the armistice the signal 
corps was operating in France 282 telephone exchanges 
and 133 complete telegraph stations. The telephone 
lines numbered 14,956, reaching 8959 stations. More 
than 100,000 miles had been strung. The peak load 
of operation reached was 47,555 telegrams a day, av- 
eraging 60 words each. ; 

To build factories and storage warehouses for sup- 
plies, as well as housing for troops, 200,000 workmen 
in the United States were kept continuously occupied 
for the period of the war. The force of workers on this 
single activity was larger than the total strength of 
both Southern and Northern armies at the battle of 
Gettysburg. 

Army construction projects in the United States cost 
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twice as much as the Panama Canal, and construction 
cverseas was on almost as large a scale.

One of Every Twenty in Arms. 
BOUT 4,000,000 men served in the army of the 
United States during the war (April 6, 1917, to 
Nov. 11, 1918). The total number of men serv- 
ing in the armed forces of the country, includ- 
ing the army, the navy, the marine corps and the other 
services, amounted to 4,800,000. It was also true that 
among each 100 American citizens, five took up arms 
in defense of the country. 

During the Civil War 2,400,000 men served in the 
Northern armies or in the navy. In that struggle 10 in 
each 100 inhabitants of the Northern states served 
as soldiers or sailors. The American effort in the war 
with Germany may be compared with that of the North- 
ern states in the Civil War by noting that in the pres- 
ent war we raised twice as many men in actual num- 
bers, but that in proportion to the population we raised 
only half as many. 

One comparison may fairly be made—that between 
the American expeditionary forces and the British ex- 
peditionary forces. The British sent many more men 
in their first year in the war than we did in our first 
years. On the other hand, it took England three years 
to reach a strength of 2,000,000 men in France and the 
United States accomplished it in half that period. 

It must, however, be borne in mind that the British 
had to use men from the beginning to fill gaps caused 
by casualties, while the American forces were for many 
months built up in strength by all the new arrivals.

Triumphant Results of the Draft. 


HEN war was declared there were only 200,000 

in the army. Two thirds of these were reg- 

ulars and one-third national guardsmen who 

had been called to Federal service for duty 
along the Mexican border. 

More than half a million came in through the reg- 
ular army. Almost 400,000 more, or nearly 10 per cent, 
entered through the National Guard. More than three- 
quarters of all came in through the selective service or 
national army enlistments. Of every 100 men, 10 were 
national guardsmen, 13 were regulars and 77 belonged 
to the national army, or would have if the services had 
not been consolidated and the distinctions wiped out 
on Aug. 7, 1918. 

The willingness with which the American people ac- 
cepted the universal draft was the most remarkable 
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Chart of transport miracle, showing sailings 
each month for France and home. 


BOUT 200,000 commissioned officers

The figures show that of every six officers one had 
had previous military training in the regular army, 


the National Guard or the ranks. Three (out of six) 


received the training for their commissions in the offi- 
cers’ training camps. The other two went from civilian 
life into the army with little or no military training. 
In this last group the majority were physicians, a few 
of them were ministers, and most of the rest were men 
of speciol business or technical equipment, whe were 


taken into the supply services or staff corpa. 


The 80,568 graduates of the officers’ training camps 


received commissions as follows: Colonels, 2; Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel, 1; Majors, 294; Captains, 5429; First Lieu- 
tenants, 12,397, and Second Lieutenants, 62,568. 

They received commissions in the vafious branches 
as follows: Infantry, 48,968; field artillery, 20,291; 
Quartermaster, 3067; coast artillery, 2063; cavalry, 
2032; engineer, 1966; signal, 1262; ordnance, 767, and 
statistical, 152.

Forty-Two Divisions Overseas. 
HE infantry soldier was trained in the division, 
which was our typical combat unit. In the 
American army it was composed of about 1000 
officers and 27,000 men. Before the signing of 
the armistice there were trained and sent overseas 42 
American divisions. The training of 12 more was well 
advanced, and there were four others being organized. 
The plans on which the army was acting called for 80 
divisions overseas before July, 1919, and 100 divisions 
by the end of that year. 

The divisions are in three groups. The regular army 
divisions, numbered from 1 to 20, were originally made 
up from regular army units plus voluntary enlistments 
and selective service men. The National Guard units, 
numbered from 26 to 42, came in largely from the mi- 
litia of the several states. The national army divisions, 
numbered from 76 to 92, were made up almost wholly of 
men called in by the selective service law. 

As an aid to the memory it may be helpful to note 
that the regular army divisions were numbered below 
25, the National Guard divisions from 25 to 50 and 
the national army divisions between 50 and 100 
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Allied Instructors at Camps. 
HORTLY after the first of the new camps were 
established France and England sent to the Unit- 
ed States some of their ablest officers who had 
seen service on the western front to bring to our 
training improved methods developed in the war. These 


instructors were not numerous, but the aid they 
rendered was of first importance. 
The French officers were 286 in number. Their ma- 


jor specialties were artillery and staff work. The En- 
glish officers were 261 in number, and much of their 
effort was devoted to instruction in gas and physical 
training. 

The table of the French instructors and their sub- 
jects is as follows: Artillery, 71; Maison, 43; minor tac- 
tics, 31; fortifications, 29; automatic rifles, 29; hand 
grenades, 29; field and staff officers’ course, 27, and 
miscellaneous, 27. 

A similar table of the English instructors follows: 
Gas, 59; physical training and bayonet, 58; machine 
gun, 38; sniping, 36; trench mortar, 34; company com- 
manders’ course, 21; miscellaneous, 14, and artillery, 1.

observers were sent overseas. 

Up to Nov. 30, 1918, there were produced in the Unit- 
ed States more than 8000 training planes and more than 
16,000 training engines. 

The De Haviland-4 observation and day bombing 
plane was the only one the United States put into 
quantity production. Before the signing of the arm- 
istite 3227 had been completed and 1885 shipped over- 
seas. 

The production of the 12-cylinder Liberty motor was 
America’s chief contribution to aviaticn. Before the 
armistice 13,574 had been completed, 4435 shipped to 
the expeditionary forces, and 1025 delivered to the al- 
lies. 

Fhe first flyers wearing the American uniform were 
members of the Lafayette Escadrille, who were trans- 
ferred to the American service in December, 1917. The 
American air force at the front grew from three 
squadrons in April, 1918, to 45 squadrons in November. 
On’ Nov. 11 the 45 squadrons had an equipment of 740 
planes. 

Of 2298 planes sent to the zone of the advance for 
American aviators 667, or nearly one-fourth, were of 
American manufacture. 

American air squadrons played important roles in 
the battles of Chateau-Thierry, St. Mihiel and the 
Meuse-Argonne. They brought down in combat 755 
enemy planes, while their own losses of planes num- 
bered only 357. — ; 

War Won With American Ammunition, 
HEN war was declared the United States had 
sufficient light artillery to equip an army of 
only 500,000 men. 

In round numbers, we had in France 3500 
pieces of artillery, of which nearly 500 were made in 
America, and we used on the firing line 2250 pieces, of 
which over 100 were made in America. 

So far as the allies are concerned, the European war 
was in large measure fought with American powder 
and high explosives. At the end of the war American 
production of smokeless powder was 45 per cent more 
than the French and British production combined. 

The American production of high explosives was 40 
per. cent greater than Great Britain's and nearly double 
that of France. 

During the war America produced 10,000 tons of gas, 
much of which was sold to the French and British. 

Out of every 100 days that our combat divisions were 
in line in France they were supported by their own ar- 
tillery for 75 days, by British artillery for five days, 
and by French artillery one and one-half days. Of the 
remaining 181-2 days that-they were in line without 
artillery, 18 days were in quiet sectors, and only one- 
half day in active sectors. 
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The Transportation Miracle. 
URING the 19 months of our participation in 
the war more than 2,000,000 American soldiers 
were carried to France. Half a million of 
them went in the first 13 months and a mil- 
lion and a half in the last six months. 

It was in May, 1918, and the four following months 
that the transport miracle took place. The number of 
men carried in May was more than twice as great as 
the number for April. The June record was greater 
than that of May, and before July 1 1,000,000 had been 
embarked. 

The record for July exceeded all previous monthly 
totals, the number of troops carried being more than 
300,000. Before the end of October the second million 
men had sailed from our shores. During many weeks 
in the summer the number carried was more than 
10,000 a day, and in July the total landed averaged 
‘gore than 10,000 for every day of the month. 
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Two of every three Americans in France 
fought in actual battle—-Transport 
miracle of sending 1,500,000 men 
without loss overseas in six months

Creating a Vast Fleet. 
HE necessity for creating a great transport fleet 
came just at the time when the world was ex- 
periencing its most acute shortage of tonnage. 
The start was made by chartering a few Amer- 
ican merchant steamers and by July 1, 1917, there were 
in service seven troop ships and six cargo ships with 
a total dead-weight capacity of 94,000 tons. 

From these small beginnings there was developed a 
great transport fleet which aggregated by the end of 
1918 three and one-quarter million dead-weight tons 
of shipping. 

During these same months another great American 
transport fleet, of which little has been said in the 
public press, was created, with an almost equally strik- 
ing rapidity. This was our

When the Italians, Russians, Poles, French and 
other Europeans who have been here for years ce! 
through paying the various tolls exacted for their 
return trips, they will have little difficulty realiginz 
that there has been an almost revolutionary advance 
it. the cost of ocean travel. Before the Kaiser anplied 
the torch which set the world ablaze, there was keen 
competition for the steerage buainess among al! the 
ocean lines, and both the Hamburg-American and the 
North-German’ Lloyd were then handling a very laree 
part of the traffic. Now, both the big German compa 
nies are out of business, and thei? steamers are. in 
other hands—-many of them sailing under the American 
flag, while others are in possession of other allied na 
tions. The activity of the German submarines de- 
stroyed many of the large English passenger-carrying 
vessels and a rearrangement of the emigrant business 
had to be made by the companies now operating. 

As an effect of the war the cost has more than 
doubled, with the result that the third-class, or steer 
age, pagsengers, are now required to pay more than 
the second-class cabin rate that prevailed prior t» 
August, 1914. Italian emigrants returning to Genoa and 
Naples are now compelled to pay 115.21 to reach either 
of these ports from St. Lotvis, ang it is only a few 
dollars less from Chicago. The railroad fare from St. 
Louis to New York is $34.21, while the steerage tic'et 
ia $76, to which must be added the $5 assessed for 
war tax. Besides, if the returning emigrant is in the 
income tax realm and has overlooked this important de- 
tail, he is required to make a settlement before he re 
ceives his final clearance. To Milan from New York 
the fare is $80.25. while if the traveler is going to 
Rome, he is required to pay $84.25.
